>» Campus conserving 
energy and prepares 
for possible blackouts

Sacramento State University could face a black- 
out at any time without further notice as a result of 
California’s statewide energy crisis. 

University officials are currently working on sev- 
eral ways to minimize the problem. 

“T have rather determined that we not allow it to 
deter the university,’ said Sac State President Don- 


ald Gerth. 

Acampus plan for rolling blackouts has been de- 
vised for the spring semester and is available at the 
campus Web site, www.csus.edu. The plan will call 
for several methods and procedures for blackout 
safety, including the placement of “‘building cap- 
tains” in each building to aid the faculty and stu- 
dents, according to Ann Reed, vice president of Pub- 
lic Affairs. 

The university also has backup generators for 
emergency equipment, said Frank Ayron, an electri- 
cian with Facilities Management. 

Ayron said that these generators will supply pow- 
er for phones, fire alarms and emergency lighting to 
aid in exiting the buildings in the event of a blackout. 

Gerth said that outdoor emergency lighting is

by 70 percent since last year

CSUMentor, the online system that 
helps California State University ap- 
plicants plan and apply for admission, 
has seen a 70 percent increase in online 
applications from 1999. 

The CSUMentor, which handles all 
of the online applications for the CSU 
system, has processed 114,900 appli- 
cations before the Dec. 5, 2000 dead- 
line, which is up from 67,535 in 1999. 

“The use of the CSUMentor con- 
tinues to increase significantly. Stu- 


dents and parents have found it to be an 
extremely valuable tool in their col- 
lege preparation, college search and 
college application process,” said Al- 
lison Jones, CSU assistant vice chan- 
cellor of access and retention. 

Jones said that students begin 
preparing for college using the CSU- 
Mentor as early as middle school. 

“This clearly has become a pre- 
ferred way of applying for admissions,” 
said Larry Glasmire, assistant to the 
vice president for Student Affairs at 
Sacramento State. 

Nearly 40 percent of applications at 


Sac State are received online, Glas- 
mire said. 

He said that online applications give 
applying students the advantage of be- 
ing able to pay the application fee by 
credit card, and the convenience of be- 
ing able to send the application to sev- 
eral CSU campuses at once. 

Online applications can be 
processed faster by the university, he 
said. | 

However, Glasmire said that the 
system had become bogged down with 
the large number of applicants near the 
end of the deadline, but has been im- 


proved since then. 

CSUMentor offers several periph- 
eral features including online applica- 
tions for CalState Teach, a program 
that offers education for working teach- 
ers. It also provides academic portfolios 
that help prospective high school and 
community college students make sure 
that they are taking the right courses for 
admission at a CSU campus, as well as 
online tours of the CSU campuses.

should be in the hands of students...they 
pay the fees,” Bryant said. 

Currently, an administrative ma- 
jority holds the Union Board, and has 
only four student-held positions. Bryant 
would like to see six students on the 
board, giving them the majority. 

According to the proposal, the six 
students will be elected by the Sac 
State student body during the general 
elections held each spring. The six po- 
sitions will consist of three two-year 
term positions and three one-year term 
positions. This will allow for a consis- 





tent flow of new ideas into the board, 
according to Bryant. 

Also in the proposal is a request to 
give the student board members addi- 
tional input on the board. 

“T’m proposing that students have 
an equal opportunity to become chair 
of the board,” Bryant said. 

Leslie Davis, director of the Uni- 
versity Union, is also presenting a sim- 
ilar proposal to the University Union 
Board of Directors, which will give

It’s becoming a dot.common sto- 
ry. Start big and plan to go long, but 
now dot.coms aren’t very popular with 
once eager investors, and many are 
closing up shop or paring down mak- 
ing themselves attractive to buyers. 
One close to home is CampusEn- 
gine.com which launched The State 
Hornet’s Web site, statehornet.com, 
and many other collegiate newspaper 
sites. 

The State Hornet’s Web site has 
been down since Dec. 19; leaving a 
one line message stating “www.state- 
hornet.com will resume service on Jan. 
28, 2001.” In the meantime, a substitute

David Sommers, former editor in 
chief of The State Hornet, and former 
employee of campusengine.com, said 
The State Hornet was the first cus- 
tomer of the start-up Internet company 
based in Folsom. 

“We first signed with them Sept. 4, 
1999. There’s a big gap between the 
time we signed and the time we went 
online. That’s because they had to de- 
sign all the software and Web sites, 
and train everybody in online ad sales. 
It was just an idea when they came to 
us,” Sommers said. 

The concept was to make a net- 


work of college newspapers. The com- 


pany would provide online publishing 
equipment and training. The network 
would attract national advertisers to a 
sought-after market. The State Hornet 
went online with the company Feb. 2, 
2000. 

At the end, campusengine.com had 
signed 100 newspapers at some of the 
largest colleges in the country. The net- 
work had the potential to reach over 2 
million college-age consumers. 








As of last semester, the company 
had yet to bring in any profits, and 
when gun-shy investors didn’t come 
through with a needed infusion of ven- 
ture capital, campusengine.com was 
forced to power down. Like other 
dot.coms, campusengine.com had ex- 
panded rapidly; hiring numerous em- 
ployees and moving to accommodate 
the workforce. 

The company began laying off just 
after Thanksgiving and let the last em- 
ployees go before Christmas. 

Sommers said the company de- 
pended primarily on advertising dollars, 

‘There was too much reliance on 
making money through advertising,” 
Sommers said. “When the dot.coms 
went away, so did the advertising.” 

Sommers, who spent last summer 
traveling around the country as a cor- 
porate spokesman for Campus Engine 
said the company had an advantage 
over other startups. 

‘There was no need to invest in 
creating a brand name, the newspa- 
pers were already known,” Sommers 
said. 3 

Soon after The State Hornet Web 
site went down, an agreement was 
made to keep a brief message up at the 
Web address so visitors would not be 
greeted with an error message or a 
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blank screen. : 

A company called Ispi came on to 
the scene with its newly formed off- 
shoot, Digital Partners, which is dedi- 
cated to the college newspaper net- 
work. David Hahn, president and 
founder of Ispi and Digital Partners 
said a business arrangement had Ispi as- 
sume responsibility for the clients and 
customers of campusengine.com. 

“We plan to carry forward beyond 
what they were offering. We plan to 
provide more extensive services, range 
of tools and opportunities,” Hahn said. 

Out of the 100 colleges in the cam- 
pusengine.com network, about 10 per- 
cent have already been moved to Dig- 
ital Partners’ publishing platform, 
Vnews. 

“We called it Digital Partners for a 


reason. It’s very exciting. We’ll be 


building the next major shift in student 
media for maybe the next hundred 
years,’ Hahn said. 

Editor-in-Chief of The State Hornet 
Nadine Simonson said Ispi and The 
State Homet are working hard to get the 
Web site back to statehornet.com. 

The substitute Web site, horneton- 
line.com, is up and working, and the 
content is being renewed daily. Si- 


monson expects the content from hor- 


netonline.com to migrate over to state-

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CSU Chancellor assigns committee to give 
students a voice to encourage participation

Charles B. Reed has established 
and assigned membership to a new ad- 
visory committee in continued efforts 
to make student participation a priori- 
ty in the development of university 
policies. 

The Advisory Committee on Stu- 
dent Participation in Policy Develop- 
ment includes three CSU presidents, 
two vice presidents, and five student 
representatives from various campus- 
es throughout the state. Representa- 
tives for Sacramento State include Pres- 
identDonald Gerth and California State 
Student Association Chairman Shaun 
Lumachi. 

In a statement released from the 
Chancellor’s office; Lumachi said he 
was excited that the concept of in- 
creased student involvement had been 
positively received.

(U-WIRE) SEATTLE - Despite a 
scandal-ridden eight years in the White 
House, Bill Clinton enjoyed among 
the highest approval ratings of any 
president in history. According to a 
study by a University of Washington 
professor, this is connected to the me- 
dia’s coverage of Clinton’s scandals. 

David Domke, assistant professor in 
the communications department, found 
that news coverage affected Clinton’s 
approval ratings, especially during the 
periods of scandal. The UW professor 
worked with three colleagues, whom he 
met during his tenure at the Universi- 
ty of Michigan.

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“T strongly believe that this com- 
mittee will develop a plan to ensure 
that student input is included when 
new policies are developed,” Spence 
said. 

David Spence, CSU executive vice 
chancellor and chief academic officer 
who will chair the new committee, said 
in the release that addressing the role of 
students in policy making is an im- 
portant issue. 

‘There is nothing more important 
than effectively serving the needs of 
our students, and soliciting their input 
is an invaluable part of that,” Spence 
said. 

The Board of Trustees’ Corner- 
stones Report addressed the issue of 
student responsibility with a call for 
‘students to demonstrate a greater in- 
volvement in academic program de- 
velopment and assessment,’ which act- 
ed as rationale in the proposal presented 
recently by the CSSA. 


The researchers also discovered 
there was a negative public response to 
the conservatives’ partisan attacks upon 
Clinton. This was especially empha- 
sized in the news coverage. The re- 
searchers postulate that public disgust 
with partisanship is what led to the 
higher approval ratings, which actual- 
ly increased during the Monica Lewin- 
sky scandal and subsequent impeach- 
ment hearings. 

The findings take into account 680 
polls during the first six years of the 
Clinton administration — about one 
poll every five days. In addition, the re- 
searchers looked at daily news cover- 
age. They randomly sampled 19,000 of 
the total 137,000 articles to examine the 
relationship between coverage and the

“The idea was to look into how stu- 
dents could best participate in the 
process,’’ said Ken Swisher, spokesman 
for the Chancellor’s office. “And the 
Chancellor has been very supportive of 
student input.” 

Currently, Lumachi and the other 
appointees of the new committee are in 
consultation to work out the parameters 
of their proposal before sending it to the 
Executive Council of CSU presidents 
on Feb. 12. 

The proposal, Shared Responsibil- 
ity, developed by the CSSA Board of 
Directors, “will help formalize the role 
that ASI plays in the representation of 
students within the CSU system,” 
Lumachi said. 

‘There have been several incidents 
where the student government felt they 
did not have a role in the decision- 
making process,” he said. 

The proposal states that “students 
shall be provided an opportunity to 


polls. 

‘“We wanted to look at public opin- 
ion changes over time and whether 
news coverage prompted it,’ Domke 
said. ““The daily basis (of the research 
material) was what was innovative 
about this. Most research doesn’t ex- 
amine data on a daily basis. Maybe 
weekly, but usually it’s monthly.” 

Domke said it was the large number 
of “data points,” or the polls and news 
coverage, that allowed him and his col- 
leagues to be so thorough. The quartet 
of researchers broke down the infor- 
mation into three themes: scandal, Clin- 
ton’s behavior and the news coverage 
of the actors surrounding and enmeshed 
in the scandal. 

“(The media) emphasized the Re- 





participate and impact the develop- 
ment of university policies and proce- 
dures that have or will have an effect on 
current and future students. This nght 
includes the opportunity to participate 
in developing recommendations to the 
Board of Trustees, the Chancellor, and 
the campus presidents regarding such 
policies and procedures.” 

In addition, the proposal asks that 
the Board of Trustees “recognize each 
associated student body organization’’ 
for opinions and recommendations. 
These recommendations would cov- 
er, among others, admissions criteria, 
grading policies, codes of student con- 
duct, disciplinary policies, student fees 
and financial aid. 

Once the proposal is reviewed and 
approved by the Executive Council, 
the committee will move to have Chan- 
cellor Reed and the Board of Trustees 
implement the proposal in March.

Overall, he and his colleagues found 
that Clinton’s perseverance in the face 
of scandal had given the public a grudg- 
ing admiration of the man. 

The researchers found that the news 
coverage preceded the change in the 
approval ratings indicated in the polls. 
To double-check their findings, they 
then reversed the equation and asked 
whether the polls’ results predicted the 
coverage of the scandal. It did not ap- 
pear to be the case. 

Despite these findings, Domke does 





not know whether this will be fodder 
for conservatives who criticize the me- 
dia for being too liberal. 

The UW professor wants this study 
to make people in public office consider 
the comments they make and how it 
will be perceived. 

“Tl would hope all politicians think 
carefully about their motives for po- 
litical attack,” he said. “But I don’t ex- 
pect that to happen. I don’t see the po- 
litical culture changing. In general, 
these findings provide a cautionary tale 
to all.”

into a parking fund that pays for the 
maintenance of the lots and includes lot 
patrol. With the increase of parking 
fees, the additional revenue would go 
toward the construction of the third 
parking structure, maintenance and pa- 
trol of the new structure. 

In order for the fees to increase, the 
third parking structure will have to be 
approved by the Transportation Advi- 
sory Committee and the President’s 
Office. If the structure is approved, 
fees will not increase until approxi- 
mately one year before construction 
begins. This means that fees may not 
be. raised until Fall 2003 or Spring 
2004. 

Senior Veronica Dobson agrees that 
a third parking structure would be cost 
beneficial for the college and students. 

“Tf this is the bare minimum to im- 
prove parking, I agree with the pro- 
posal, however, I think that the uni- 
versity should look for better options to 
fund the parking situation rather than 
raising permit fees,” Dobson said. 

The university was able to fund the 
construction of a second parking struc- 
ture without raising parking fees. Con- 
struction of this structure is schéduled * 
to begin Summer 2001 and will have 
1,000 to 1,100 spaces. Funding for 
this structure was borrowed and will be 
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paid back over the course of 20 to 30 
years. The funding to repay the loan 
will come from the money flow into 
the university treasury. However, the 
treasury flow cannot cover the cost of 
the third parking structure, therefore, 
parking fees will have to be raised, 
Grant said. 

Senior Mariela Ramirez said she 
would not be happy about the increase 
in fees. 

“Tt would be nice to have another 
parking structure, but I would not want 
to pay the extra money for it,” Ramirez 
said.

Gregg Fishman, a spokesman for the 
power company. 

However, the university is current- 
ly estimating an additional cost of be- 


tween $400,000 and $700,000 for gas, 
according to Gerth. 

Fishman expects that California 
will be facing an energy shortage in 
varying degrees until enough power 
plants can be completed to meet the 
state’s demands. 

“It is going to be with us in one 
shape or form for one to two years at 
least,” Fishman said. 

He said that the severity of the cri- 
sis may depend on the energy demand 
of the given season. 

Chancellor Reed said that the CSU 
system is ready to meet the crisis. 

“Long before the current energy 
crisis, the CSU’s had a history of tak- 


ing great efforts to minimize energy. 


use and implement conservation pro- 
grams,” Reed said. “Now it is even 
more important to maintain and ex- 
pand those programs and seek new 
ways to save energy.”

just rolling blackouts 


California’s deepening energy crisis and the 
resulting rolling blackouts are no longer just a 
problem for the unfortunate few who have had 
their power turned off. It is a national crisis that 
will have an effect on almost every facet of Amer- 
ican lives. 

This ever-expanding problem has far reach- 
ing consequences that effect not only Californi- 
ans, but also the health of the nation’s economy. 
Skyrocketing energy rates high- 
light the need for some sort of 
control over the system and also 
add to the imminent possibility 
of a national recession.

Gymnasts earn ranking for first time 
as they embark upon promising season

The word potential was a great way 
to describe the Sac State gymnastics 
team the last two years. It was young, 
hard working, and improving each time 
they stepped out on the mat. In 2001 
however, coach Kim Hughes and his 
team feel that they are now beyond 
potential, and ready to shine at the na- 
tional level. 

For the first time in team history, the 
team was given a pre-season ranking in 
the top 30 (29), and in its first two 


meets of the year they’ve been hitting 
on all cylinders. 

“We finished our first two meets 
with no falls,” Hughes said. “It was 
great to get the wins, but that was the 
first time, I think, since I’ve been here 
(23 years) that we’ve gone two meets 
in arow without a fall.”

Baseball is excited about improved pitching staff 


Hornets take one of three in Hawaii 
in their first series of the year

Although they lost two out of three games to open their 
season, the Hornets’ initial road trip was not a total loss, be- 
cause it was played in Hawaii. 

After losing in extra innings on Thursday and falling vic- 
tim to a late Rainbow rally on Friday, the Hornets (1-2) 
came up with an 11-8 win in the series closer on Saturday. 
Each game was attended by over 2,000 fans. 

It was a 10 day journey for the Hornets and head coach 
John Smith. 

“The purpose of going for 10 days 
was that we got to practice over there 
for three to five hours a day,” head 
coach John Smith said. “In January 
the last two years, we haven’t been 
able to practice because of fain.” 

A good portion of the trip was 
paid for by the players. 

“Our players did a tremendous 
job of fundraising extra money to 
pay for the extra five days,” Smith 


said. He scored standing 


In the season opener for both 
teams, Sac State scored five runsin |UD 
the top of the ninth inning, gaining a 
7-5 lead, only to have Hawaii Inter- 
national tie it up in the bottom of the 
inning. Both runs came on a two-out 
error by Hornet third baseman Chris 
Kinsey. 

“‘Tt’s part of the game, the emotion and the excitement of 
the game,” Smith said of the unearned runs. “But had we 
scored more, it wouldn’t have mattered.” 

As a matter of fact the Hornets believe that they did 
score another run, only to see it not count. 

“We had a runner (Auerlio Jackson) that was clearly 
safe,” Smith said. “He scored standing up, and was called 
out at home in the first inning.” 

In the last of the eleventh, the Rainbows scored again and 
took the game 8-7. 

Senior Sac State pitcher Mike Miranda threw five innings 
while allowing nine runners and four runs.

Senior catcher Dave Lusk, and junior shortstop Tito 
Barba had three hits apiece while center fielder Jackson 
had three stolen basés. 

In the next game ac State’s junior hurler Jeffery Groeger 
engaged in a pitcher’s duel with Hawaii’s Sean Yamashita. 
Groeger threw five innings, allowing three runners and one 
run, and Yamashita pitched five perfect innings before ex- 
iting. 

“He pitched well,’ Smith said of Groeger. “I’m ex- 
tremely happy with the overall pitching.” 

Lusk drove in junior Mario Celillo to 
tie the game at one in the eighth inning, 
only to see the Rainbows pour on four 
runs in the last of the eighth inning for 
the 5-1 win. 

Lusk and Celillo got four of the Hor- 
nets’ five hits in the game. 

In Saturday’s finale, Sac State ex- 
ploded for 11 runs on 20 hits, jumping 
out to an 8-1 lead and holding on for the 
11-8 win. 

Included in the nearly four hour hit 
parade was a solo home run by senior 
first baseman Tim Maghan. Maghan 
got three hits in four at bats, and scored 
three runs for the Hornets as well. 
Maghan’s teammate, designated hitter 
Daryl Grant, hit three doubles and a sin- 
gle in five at bats. He also knocked in 
two runs. 

Sac State’s Jackson, a senior, moved within nine hits of 
surpassing Brandon Marshall as Sac State’s career hit leader, 
as he collected five hits in his six at bats. He also scored twice, 
drove in three runs and stole two more bases. 

‘Every time he gets on he is a threat to steal,” Smith said 
of his leadoff hitter. 

Hornet sophomore Steve Cuckovich earned the victory, 
allowing nine runners and one earned run. He also record- 
ed seven strikeouts. 

Sac State will open its home season at Hornet Field on 
Friday as it battles San Francisco State at 2 p.m.
